/If the weather conditions are favorable 
for a test of high explosives the residents 
of Sands Point, Bayside, Douglaston, and 
other places near Fort Totten can rely 
to-day upon the 12-inch mortar tests at 
Fort Totten starting about 9:30 o'clock.

Gelett Burgess, the author, and his 
publisher, the Bobbs-Merril}] Company of 
Indianapolis, have been sued for $100,000 
damages by William H. Dailey, a wealthy 
mining man of San Francisco, who al- 
leges that ea character named Dailey, 
as drawn in Mr, Burgess’s novel, " The 
Heart Line,’’ is a libel on himself. The 
suit has been brought in the Supreme 
Court of New York.

Dailey’s complaint was argued a few 
days ago, is expected to render his decis- 
ton on that point to-morrow.

The Nnhabitants of Yerington

NEW BUILDING COST $50,000 


Believed a Move in War Over Re- 
moval of County Seat from Dayton 
or Work of Rival Gontractor.

RENO, Nev., Dec. 18—Two explosions 
of nitroglycerine or dynamite in the new 
Lyon County Court House in Yerington, 
Nev., wrecked the upper part of the build- 
ing to-day and so damaged the lower part 
it may be impossible to repair it. The 
building is of reinforced concrete, and 
one of the most up-to-date structures in 
the State, costing in the neighborhood 
of $50,000. 

The first blast was treniendous, and 
the shock of the explosion awakened 
every resident in the town. They fled 
from their houses in terror. Just as they 
were being apprised of what had taken 
place there was another detonation that 
all but took them off their feet, and a 
great flash like of Nghtning illuminated 
the bullding. Great blocks of concrete 
and iron filled the air and fell upon the 
roofs of the surrounding residences. 

The Court House is situated in the heart 
of the city, and the entire population 
filled the streets despite the darkness 
and driving snow. The cries of women 
and children filled the air as all rushed to 
the prairie outside the village momen- 
tarily expecting another explosion. 

At daybreak many expregsed belief that 
the explosions were part of the campaign 
of which the McNamaras figured as lead- 
ers. There was much rivalry among the 
contractors during the bidding for the 
work of construction of the new Court 
House, and its letting to a Reno company 
caused much bittermess to be felt tn Lyon 
County, all feeling that the contract 
should. have. been awarded to a local 
buffer.

GUILD NOTIFIES RUSSIA. | 


President’s Action Passes Uncriticised 
in Russian Official Circles. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 18.—The 
American Ambassador, Curtis Guild, Jr., 
acting under instructions from the Presi- 
dent of the United States, to-day notified 


noff, that the Treaty of 1882 between the 
United States and Russia would be abro- 
gated on Jan. 1, 1913; in accordance with 
provision made by Article XII. ‘ 

It is pointed out in official circles that 
Russia has no cause to be dissatisfied 
with this turn of affairs, President Taft's 
‘action, in view-of the previously contem- 
plated procedure, being likely to increase 
his popularity here. The notification, it 
is added, was given with full right, and 
tactfully made no mention of motives un- 
pend ip the abrogation of the treaty, 
which leaves full latitude for conducting 
new negotiations, with the controversial 
factor eliminated. 

This featute of the situation has at- 
tracted attention and seems to be fully 
appreciated. The Russian Government 
1finds not the slightest grounds to ob- 
ject to the abrogation in such shape as 
it actually assumed in Ambassador Guild's 
note, which is dated Dec. 17. 

In a note dated Dec. 18, the Russian 
Foreign Minister acknowledges receipt of 
the notification, and says that Russia 
takes notice thereof. 


THE BEST WAY OUT.

WAY OPEN TO NEW TREATY 


Ex-Ambassador Straus, W. G. McAdoo, 
Jacob H. Schiff; arid Others Unite In 
Approval of the President's Step. 


Louis Marshall, who has taken a leading 

part in the agitation for the abrogation of 
the ‘treaty of 1832, . 
“For forty years it was the contention 
of the Government of the United States 
that the treaty of 1882 was not being ob- 
served by Russia, owing to her discrim- 
ination against- citizens of the United 
States in excluding from the benefits. of 
the treaty Jews, Roman Catholic priests, 
and Protestant missionaries. The diplo- 
macy of the United States had exhausted 
itself in vain endeavors to meet the diffi- 
culty. The United States Government, by 
permitting’ the treaty to continue under 
those circunistances, necessarily acqui- 
esced in the Russian construction, which 
was contrary to the Constitution of our 
land. 

‘‘It therefore became necessary in order 
to preserve the status of our citizenship 
that our Government terminate the treaty. 
Nothing ‘having been done by the State 
Department,°it became necessary to seek 
relief through Congress, with the result 
that the Sulzer-Culberson resolution was 
passed in the House of Representatives 
with practical unanimity. 

“Under the circumstances, the Presi- 
dent, recognizing that the popular will 
demanded the abrogation of the treaty, 
has given notice to the Russian Govern- 
ment ‘that the treaty is to be terminated. 
It is evident now that the proper resolu- 
tion will be passed by both Houses to 
confirm and ratify the action of the Exec- 
utive. The question of the peetenky of 
the procedure pursued will be solved by 
passing a joint resolutiyn ratifying the 
President's action. 

“TL am gratified with the result, which 
is. what I have been striving for in con- 
junction with the American Jewish Com- 
=e and other civic bodjes for a long 
time. 

** We had made every effort to deal with 
this question by presenting the facts to 
the Department of State, but were un- 
able-to make any progress and finally de- 
cided in January last to make an appeal 
tothe people of the-United States. The 
results justified our reliance on the con- 
science of the American people, who be- 
lheve in fair play and justice and the hon- 
or of our-Nation, The-lgst of the civil dis- 
abilities resting on any part of the citizen- 
ship of this country have been remdved 
and the integrity of the American citizen- 
ship once more asserted.”’ 


Straus Praises Taft. 


Oscar 8. Straus, fornier Secretary of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor and 
former Ambassador of the United States 
to Turkey, baid: 

“From my. point of view the President 
handled the matter admirably, in such a 
way that the interests of Américan cit+ 
zens are adequately asserted and empha- 
sized, and at the same time leaves the 
door open wide for further negotiations in 
the. conclusion of a treaty which will be 
in accord with modern principles of ade- 
quate. protection to our citizens without 
discrimination, and in accordance with 
the PEPciples of enlightened nations.

Vindicaten Our Idealism. 


“ Life is worth living, even if we have 
a little rheumatism, to see such things 
happen in the United States,’ exclaimed 
the venerable Dr. Solomon Schechter, 
President of the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary, when he was told yesterday after- 
noon that President Taft had abrogated 
the Russian treaty. ‘The President’s 
act will be not merely a good thing for 
the Jews, although the Jews are grateful. 
It shows that there really Is an idealism 
in the United States and in the American 
people which you don’t see on the sur- 
face. Before I came to this country, 
foreigners used to tell me: ‘ Remember, 
you, a scholar, are coming to a commer- 
cial community.’ But in spite of the 
fact that America is a commercial com- 
munity, there are certain principles of 
equality which America won’t abandon 
for anything. In the present situation, 
America -had certain financial interests 
In Russia, and she sacrificed. these in- 
terests not with grumbling but with 


joy. 

“I have been reading a great many 
books recently about the Colonial history 
of Amefica—diaries, and all that. This 
ideaiism, which expresses itself in a de- 
votion. to the principle of equality, runs 
through, all American history, even in 
that early time.. America has needed a 
lot of good practical common sense. to 
build herself up as she has déne. 
there has mever been any apostacy to 
the great principle of liberty... _. 

This act on the rt of America fs 
going to elevate the Jews and give them 
@& sense of ny and responsibility. Be- 
fore this, they have always felt ‘I am 
not what the other fellow is.” The Amer- 
ican Jews are not going to feel that it is 
&@ personal victory, and they are not going 
to become conscious of any sense of 

ower in an undesirable way. It will 

ave an effect, too, on Jews all over 
the world. It will encourage them tre- 
mendously, even if they are never able 
to come to tnis country. If it is ever 
necessary for this country to go to war, 
the Jews will go to war, too.” 

Russia Must Eventually Give Way. 

“The situation is interesting because 
it is the first opportunity which the 
United States has had of recent years 
fo assert the inclusiveness of its citizen- 
‘ship,”’ said Prof. BE. R. A. Seligman of 
Columbia, who, although a member of 
one of the most prominent Jewish fami- 
Hes of this city; has been a member of 
the Russian Imperial Academy of Sciences, 
with the privilege of-‘‘access at all 
times" to the royal family of Russia? for 
the last ten years. ‘By the inclusive: 
ness of our citizenship I mean the re- 
fusal to recognize any discrimination on 
the part of foreign countries in the funda- 
mental political rights of modern civiliza- 
tion which we don’t recognize ourselves. 

- Either Russia will now give way or 
she won't give way. Whether she gives 
way or not depends on her desire to re- 
tain the old-time friendship of this coun- 
try. It may in futufe be well for Rus- 
sia in the world politics to count:on the 
friendship of the United States. If that 
seems important to Ker, she will no doubt 
be willing to give’ way in what is, after 
all, to her a very minor point of’ policy 
in order to meet this country's wishes. If 
she does not give way, the United States 
will, —— events,, have done its duty, 
and. while the cofhmercial “interests of 
the United States” will suffer more than 
those of Russia, the probability is that 
that situation will not continue long.

‘TEN YEARS IN TARS IN PRISON, 


Shiloh a8 eS Smiles ds He 15 
Sentenced for Causing Six 
Deaths on Yacht Coronet. 


Gets Maximum Imprisonment on One 
Count, Five Others Continued— 
Crowd Bids Him Good-Bye. 


PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 18.—Ten years 
in the Federal: Prison at Atlanta was the 
sentence imposed to-day by Judge Clar- 
ence Hale, in the United States District 
Court, upon the Rev*Frank W. Sandford, 
leader of the Holy Ghost and Us Society 
of Shiloh, for causing the deaths of six 
persons on the yacht Coronet, by failing 
to provide the necessaries of life on the 

recently completed seven months’ cruise 
Within a few hcurs he’ was on his way 
to the Federal prison at Atlanta, Ga. 

Sandford received the sentence without 
displaying emotion. The procedure occu- 
pied only six minutes, during which 
Sandford listened intently. District  At- 
torney Whitehouse moved that. sentence 
be pronounced on the first count,.and that 
the other ‘five counts be continued. Judge} 
Hale made an entry on the indictment 
and handed it to Clerk Hewey, who read 
the sentence; Sandford smiled a moment, 
but at once recumed the appearance of 
passive interest. 

Sandford said that the sentence was 
what he had expected, and tha he had 
received an intimation from God ~* this 
morning of what it would be.

STANLEY REBUKES LAWYER. 
Stee! Inquiry Enlivened by Criticism 
of. Two Rockefeller Representatives. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Joseph B. 
Cotton, former attorney for the Duluth, 
Missabe & Northern Railroad, denied to- 
day before the House Steel Trust In- 
vestigating Committee the charge made 
by C. H. Martz that he had ordered the 
padding of the cost of the railroad in a 
report to the 
Warehouse Commission. 

Mr, Cotton submitted documents to 
show that the cost estimates made by 
Martz never were submitted to the com- 
thission. Mr. Cotton was accompanied 
by George Wellwood Murray, counsel for 
John D. Rockefelier, who pfovoked a 
colloquy with Chairman Stanley when he 
sought to interpret testimony of the wit- 
ness, 

Mr. Stanley, in introducing Mr. Cotton, 
said: ‘‘Mr. Rockefeller courteously de- 
clined the inyitation extended to appear 
before “the: committee, but the Rev. Mr. 
Gates, Mr. Rockefeller’s almoner, de- 
clined and forgot to be courteous. 

“Mr. Cotton, whose name was in- 
volved,” he atided, “ asked to be heard.” 

The committee reviewed with Mr. Cot- 
ton the testimony. of the Merritt broth- 
ers relating to the taking over of the 
railroad and ore properties in the Mesaba 
region by John D. Rockefeller and the 
Rev. F. D. Gates, which later were sold 
to the United States Steel Corporation. 
"Did you know that the Rev. Dr. Gates; 
who put through the deal whereby the 
Merritt brothers lost to John D. Rocke- 
feller their interest in the Mesaba mines 
and the railroad they created, was a min- 
ister of the Gospel?’’ Chairman Stanley 
asked. : : ’ 

“So far as I know, Mr. Gates “@xé>t 
occupied a pulpit for twenty-five years,” 
Mr. Cotton answered, 

-“*I am entirely inclined to believe you,” 
Mr, Stanley replied.

MOB DAMAGE LAW UPHELD..

Property Owners Can Recover for 
Loss by Riots in Iflinoils. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The constitu- 
tionality of the Illinois statute to indem- 
nify the owners of property from dam- 
ages occasioned by mobs or riots was up- 
held to-day by the. Supreme Court of the 
United States. Several cases brought un- 
der this law are pending in the Illinois 
State courts, involving claims for dam- 
ages aggregating many millions of dol- 
lars. 

During a strike in Chicago on July 16, 
1903, a six-story building owned by Frank 
Sturges was attacked, Under the mob 
law y po es recovered from the . city 
three- omits of the damages sustained. 
The city then appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States on the ground 
that the law was unconstitutional. 
Justice Lurton, in announcing the de- 
cision, said the tendency of the statute 
was to vphold the majesty of the law.

Representative Humphrey Says 
Recent Merger Means Mo- 
nopoly of Panama Trade. 


RATES UP 400. PER. CENT. 


He Says Canal Will Have Been Built 
in Vain Untess the Gombina- 
tion Is Broken,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The House 
Committee on Rules gave a hearing to- 
day to Representative Humphrey of 
| Washington on his resolution for an in- 
vestigation b ya joint committee of the 
House and Senate of the foreign ship 
trust. Mr. Humphrey hasbeen a con- 
sistent advocate of subsidy, and his pro- 
posed investigation is a new approach to 
the subject, which because of its novelty 
and of the fashion of investigations now- 
adays is meeting with favor. 

Mr. Humphrey stated that the steam- 
ship trust by means of pools, combines, 
and conferences controlled the carrying of 
our foreign commerce, amounting to 
$3,500,000,000 annually, and that our own 
ships carried hardly 10 per cent. of it. 
Because of the combinations, he asserted, 
there was no competition in rates for 
either passengers or feright, and that all 
rates were determined in advance by 
agreements made in Germany, while the 
rates. between this country and South 
America were fixed in advance by agree- 
ments made in New York City. 

“All foreign lines,” said Mr. Hum- 
phrey, “running bétween this country and 
South America beyond the equator and 
all transoceanic lines on the Pacific prac- 
tice the deferred rebate system. The 
combine between here and South America 
ig a complete monopoly. Its freight rates 
are the highest in the world. Its vessels 
are irregular, slow ,and antiquated. It 
gives rebates to its customers in this 
country, especially tothe’ coffee mer- 
chants .in New York. It refuses to carry 
cargo tor any firm that will not sign a 
written contract to pelsoume it, exclusive- 
ly. It so completely controls the situa- 
tion that Jast year it compelled more han 
one-fourth of the vessels coming from 
South America to this country to come in 

last. 

ta This combine within the last sixty 
days has increased fréight rates on some 
commodities approximately 400 per cent. 
These forcign steamship lines,on the At- 
lantic and.the Pacific.give special rebates 
and other advantages to their shippers, 
especially to the Standard Oil Company, 
the Harvester Combine, and the Steel 
Trust. This statement is amply proved 
by the admigsion of the agents of these 
companies made in their testimony before 
the Royal Commission of England. 

“The advantages given to, these large 
corporations in this country are suffi- 
cient to prevent their competitors from 
competing with them iff foreign markets. 
The steerage passenger traffic on the 
North Atlantic is divided among the vari- 
ous lines according to written agree- 
ment. Any line that carries more than its 
proportion is subjected to a heavy fine 
and is compelled to furnish bond to se- 
cure the payment of its fine in case of 

violation. 

On the rate to be charged in this trade 
is fixed twice a month in Jena, Germany, 
by the Secretary of ‘ Conference, except 
by. unanimous consent, of all the lines now 
composing it. ‘This ‘conference * that car-: 
ries the passenger traffic on_ the North 
Atlantic, ts in combination’ with the rail-4 
road lines of this country.

Mn ete Royal Mail has recently absorbed 
the Lamport & Holt Line and the Pacific 
| Steamship Navigation Company Line, in 
anticipation of the opening of the Pan- 
{ama Canal. This Royal Mail, which is a 
subsidized English line and has been since 
1841, is prepared to abgorb all the trade 
between both the east and west coasts of 
South America and this country as soon 
as.the Panama Canal is opened. Unless 
this combination is broken the United 
States will have dug the Isthmian canal 
for the benefit of this foreign steamship 
combine so far as any commercial ad- 
vantage with South America is concerned.

Dr. A. Lincoln Graham Controls His 
Prescriptions and Druggists Can’t 
Refill Them Without His Consent. 


A behind-the-scene view of physicians 
was given last night by Dr. R. Linceir 
Graham, who read a paper . before 
the Yorkville Medical. Society telling why 
some doctors are financially successful 
while others, with possibly more intelli- 
gence and experience, are left behind ‘n 
the race for fortune. Summed up, the 
answer is because the successful doctor 
is also a successful business man. - Dr. 
Graham told of a physician, a classmate, 
who said that the real secret of success 
was in convincing his patients that his 
services were worth more than they paid 
for them. Some of the rules of this physi- 
clan were: 

Never permit your patient to becdéme

Ignore rich patients most. 

Never explain, for you are paid for your 
wisdom and not for your instruction. 

Don’t!tell all you know. ’ 

Don’t dicker with dead beats; 
them. ~ 

Keep your office hours promptly ‘and 
study to improve the methods of busi- 
ness. 

One rule Dr. Graham laid down was 
never to permit a patient to control the 
Prescription. Many patients, he said, take 
medicine when they are ill because some 
physician has prescribed it, and so one 
prescription is passed along. 

“To control prescriptions,” saig Dr. Gra- 
ham, “I follow a very simple plan by 
which I arrange with certain druggists 
who compound my prescription that with- 
out my written permission they will not 
renew it. Where I believe the patient will 
not have the medicines made up where I 
direct, I simply telephone ‘the druggist in 
the presence of the patient and give him 
the prescription over the telephone.” ‘ 

Dr. Graham condemned the practice, of 
physicians in recommending proprietary 
drugs.. Hundreds of such articles which 
in the hands of the learned are powerful 
aids in the cure of disease are deplorable 
in results,in the hands of ignorant people, 
and, he pointed out, the real culprit for 
this condition is the physician. Druggists 
will tell one, he said, that the percentage 
of prescriptions are for proprietary 
remedies. Ps

HAS-A FINE MUSEUM 


Valuable Collections, Made by 
__Seafaring Men, of Little Use 
Because. Hidden ‘Away. 


SHIP DEVELOPMENT SHOWN 


Curios from the Seven Seas and Many 
Lands Need a Place for Their 
Proper Exhibition. 


Ever sirice the Maritime Exchange was 
founded a good deal. more, than a genera- 
tion agoithe members, ship» masters in 
their employ, and tfiefr friends have been 
contributing: curiosities . to -its. museum, 
which has: grown ‘so that Supérintendent 
Bundy is, racking his. brains to finda 
place,to keep them all.. The walls .of the 
Exchange in’Broad Street are covered 
with relics,:much of the floor is taken up 
with cases and there isa great-mass of 
material. which’ carinot be properly shown 
owing. to lack of facilities. . 

There wWas.some. talk seyeral months ago 
rot -transferring these curiosities’:to. the 
American ‘Museum of Natural History, or 
other institution where they might be of 
greater service to the public; ‘but the 
matter never has been brought to.a head. 
Those who favor’such a transfer of the 
property say that it would still be avail- 
able for the use of the exchange, and at 
the same ‘time the public would benefit 
by it whete to-day no one,.not even Ex- 
change members, ‘enjoy its full value. 

Seldom does a member of the Exchange 
go to’an out ofthe way or interesting 
spot.in‘the world that he does not brint 
back something to enrich the collection. 
The exhibits’are by no means confined to 
maritime siibjects,. though, of ‘course, -a 
majority of the articles have a bearing on 
the. sea. Many of the more valuable 
things now are stored away that they 
may be preserved until such time as they 
may be properly exhibited. . 

One series that the Exchange possesses 
which is of especial value is the models of 
sailing yessels’' hulls. There are half a 
hundred of these... They show the devel- 
opment_of the hull in the iast fifty years 
or’more.. Besides these there are work- 
4ng--models:. of great liners: _ : 

The. number. of: Curios from the sea is 
large.) There-are hundreds of marvelously 
colored sea shells frém the islands of the 
South Pacific and Atlantic. There are

The vart played by divers in salving 
ships is shown by the incredsing number 


of articles. rescued. from’* sunken . ships. 
One of these is a4 Bible which belonged 
to the Commander of the steamship Ore- 
gon, which was.sunk in The book 
was found by John -Hargerty, a diver.

UNDER A NEW ORDER; 


The Sanitary Code, After Jan, 1; 


i 
" Compulsory. 
EVERY QUART IS TO BE GOOD| 


Department of Health Works Out a 
System to Make City’s Supply the 
Same as Certified Product. 


After Jan. 1 all milk sold in this city 
for human consumption must. be. either’ 
“inspected” or pasteurized. This is a 
new law of the Board of Health, and 
Commissioner Lederle says it means that 


if a single glass of infected milk is:drunk 


it will be the consumer’s own fault) The} 


measure of protection taken to’guard him: 
from disease is absolute. 

Nothing like the system that is to be 
put in effect, it is said, is known any- 
where else in the ~world, It is so: thor- 
ough in its application. and so automatic 
in its workings that violations of the regu- 
lations are expected to be few. .It is ex-' 
pected to give. the people an assurance | 
that every quart of milk they buy is 
pure. aie aa 

Announcement was made by Dr. Lederle 
a few days ago of continued confefences 
with the milk dealers concerning the ap- 
plication of the rules. The New York 
Wholesale Milk Dealers’ Association, the 
Sanitary Bureau of the Milk Dealers’ As- 
sociation, the New. York Sanitary .Milk 
Dealers’ Association, and the New York 
State Grange took part in these confer-’ 
ences, which are still going on.. The as- 
sociations virtually represent all the ‘milk 
dealers of the city, and the Grange may 
be said to represent the farmers who 
send their milk to this market. 

It was a serioys business matter for the 
milk dealers, but the Health Commis- 
sioner believes the conferences have: re- 
sulted in working things out to their own 
satisfaction, so that what they first were 
disposed to think was not practicable be- 
cause of the great expense it would add 
to their business, and thereby the in- 
creased price of milk, has been accepted 
as entirely practicable. It is not believed 
now that any increase in.the price of 
milk can be justified by the new ordeér. 

Pasteurizing the milk supply of the city 
is going tv cost the dealers a lot-of money, 
but the system throws some balances in 
their, favor. which offsets it. New York 
receives daily 2,000,000 quarts-frofn 44,000 
farms in seven States. Despite differences 
in State jurisdiction and the inactivity of 
Some State authorities in guarding against 
infection, the Board of Health has de- 
veloped. a* method of sanitary control. 
over the production of milk intended for 
the City of New York, throughout this 
great area. 

Where the new order pinched the milk 
dealers here was in the requirement-for 

asteurization of all milk not inspected. 

nspected milk’ is practically the same as 
certified. milk, which sells at greatly ad- 
vanced prices. The inspected milk is 
watched all the, way from the cow'to the 
store, and the consumer buys it stamped. 

The only difference between’ ‘inspected 
milk and certified milk is that inspected 
milk is not necessarily from cattle that 
have- stood the tuberculin test. ; 

The, pasteurization of all ‘the other milk

No matter what the cost, the order is to 
stand and to be enforced to the letter, the.

Some modifications of the original. reso- 
lution adopted by the Board of Health 
as an amendment to the Sanitary Code 
have’ been as a result of the conferences,, 
so far as they have gone, but the. prin- 
ciple is unchanged. The resolution read: 
Resolved, Tit the following additional 
section to the Sanitary Code relating to the 
sale and care of milk and cream in. the 
City of New York, to be known as Section 
56d be and the same is hereby adopted: 
Section 56d—That after Dec, 31, 1911, all 
milk and cream offered for sale in the City 
of New York, except that to be used only 
for manufacturing or cooking purposes, 
must be of the grades designated and rec-« 
ognized by the Board of Health as “ certi- 
fied’ milk or ‘‘ guaranteed”? milk, or. it » 
must be pasteurized under conditions ae 
prescribec by the regulations of sdid board.” 
The proposal has been changed ‘by a 
subdivision of grades which allows’ a 
great bulk of the milk supply used :in 
manufacturing and in bakeries, restau- 
rants, and hotels, exclusively for cooking, 
to go through without precautions. 
Thus the provision likely to be inserted 
in the Sanitary Code will be something to 
this effect:

Yet, the 
tendency hitherto has beén to -work on 
this basis. , There.is a .temptation to the 
dealer to be unwilling. to admit that his 
so-called market.milk is not a fit food 
for infants..when, as a matter of fact, 
there is not a city In the world whose 
milk supply is suitable for..such a pur- 
pose and it.seems very unlikely that it 
can ever be brought to such a standard. 
To insist upon sucha standard for the 
entire supply would raise the. price of 
milk to a point prohibitive, to the ‘ordi- 
nary, consumer. ‘ 

‘Bacteriological .‘jinvestigation _ has 
shown that milk - ich , contains la 
numbers of. -the or ry bacteria “of the 
dust, but no ,pathogenic organisms may 
yet cause intestinal disturbances among 
infants, particularly when the. resistance 
of the digestive tract is lower by 
hot weather. Yet, this same milk may be 
consumed without danger ‘by persons of 
mature constitution. °—. t

It now appears that George C. Tyter, 
general manager for Liebler & Co./ was 
bent oh making Miss Anglin play a role 
which she considered impossible for her. 
The play had’ been written for Mr. Tyler 
by Edwin: Milton Royle, author of “The 
Squaw Man,” “The Struggle Everlast- 
ing,”’. and other plays. A company. to 
produce it had been formed, and Miss 
Anglin had personally taken part in three 
or four rehearsals. 

Miss Anglin received a reporter for 
THe NEw YORK Tres, yesterday at her 
new home, 61 East Ninety-third Street, 
where she is taking a temporary rest. She 
said she fad made an amicable arrange- 
ment with her former managers, and then 
said: 

“My attitude in regard to Mr. Royle’s 
play must be taken apart from my atti- 
tude toward Mr. Royle himself. For Mr. 
Royle I have the highest regard. For his 
new \play, in which I was expected to 
take the leading part,. however—well, 
simply could not and would not play that 
part. , 

“IT don’t think the play has been named 
as yet. One of the names suggested was 

‘The Snare.’ 

“The character which I was to play 
was that of the daughter of an Irish sa- 
loon keeper—I forget the woman's name. 
Anyway, it was a young Woman with 
thtee children.

public opinion in Russia, or, at least, 
upon the opinion and policy of the gov- 
erning class. That a change is going 
on is made evident by the notable ar- 
ticle published in Rossia, the semi- of- 
ficial St. Petersburg newspaper, an ar-

tests against the restrictive laws 
concerning the Jews in Russia, and 
favors the abolition of the Pale, to the 
limits of which the rights of residence 
of Russian Jews are confined. The. 
editor of Rossia says: 
Pro-Government Russians cannot 
confine themselves to attacks upon 
and blind hatred for the Jéws, nor 
senselessiy repeat the saying, ‘‘ The 
Jews will ruin Russia.” The Jews 
have not tuined Polish or Little 
sian citiés, and they will not ruin 
Russian’ ones. The solution of, the 
question which is the most important 
question now ‘facing the Government 
of Russia cannot be deferred eternally. 
We cannot leave millions of paoplé to 
stew in their own juice. ‘The Pale is 
in a low economic state, dreadful «in 
its sanitafy conditions. 
That these sentiments should be ex- 
pressed by a St. Petersburg newspaper 
credited with an official or semi-official 


function is evidence of a marked and 
most encouraging advance in Russian 
opinion. It indicates that that attitude 
toward the Jewish race, which is an 
evidence. of a low state of civilization 
and of a stubborn adherence, to medi- 
aeval ideas, is on its way to speedy 
abandonment. It would be vastly tu 
the credit of Russia, it would be proof 
of her desire to be considered ofie of 
the progressive nations, if the barbari- 
ties of the Pale, the pogrom, and of the 
hundred oppressions directed against 
the Jews should give way to thosa mod- 
ern, civilized, and humane policies that 
obtain in all the other great nations of 
the world. 

_If we have promoted this change of 
and this reform. of ‘policy in 
Russia, that is a new redson for re- 
joicing. But whatever..may .come in 
Russia, we may review with deep and 
sincere satisfaction the course and the 
results of the agitatitn in this country 
in support of the demand that the 
Tights of American citizens shall every- 
where be recognized as equal rights 
without discrimination, without’ im- 
pairment, without regard to class, race, 
or religion, and all this is but a re- 


affirmation of the principles of our 


Declaration of Independence incorpo- 


rated in our Constitutiotl. It is well 
that the passport question should have 
been availed of to give to the world 
this assurance that the American peo- 
ple are of one mind in demanding that 
their Government's guarantee of equal- 
ity in citizenship shall be everywhere 
respected. It is well, too, that we 
should have given to the world this 
high example of our impatiénce with a 

narrow prejudice that has too often 
figured as a politcal > seimeraas in many 


countries. 
THE CUBAN SITUATION. 

‘It is gratifying to learn, from ap 
authoritative source, that the Stat§ 
Department and the War Department 

are agreed that there is no imniediate 
cause for a third intervention of the 
United States in Cube. Nothing that] 
has been divulged in the news dis- 
patches from the young repnblic in- 
dicates any y of either a revo- 
lutionary outb orf a default in 
Cuba's financial obligations. The coun- 
try is fairly prosperous. ‘The adminis- 
tration of President Gomez has been 
‘somewhat stormy; and many charges 
have been made against the integrity 
of the President. But quarrels over 
appointments to public offices should 
not be taken too seriously. Cuba has 
rather too many @isgruntied politicians 
for her size, and the election next year 
is likely to be hotly contested. 

The demand of -the veterans that no 
person who formerly opposed the sep- 
aration of Cuba from Spain shall be 
admitted to the public Service, no mat- 
ter how. firmly loyal he may now be, 
or what his qualifications for office 
are, is unreasonable, undemocratic, 
and probably untonstitutional. Presi- 
dent Gomez will not be harshly judged, 
out of Cuba, if he refuses to accede to 
this demand.

AN APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE. 

Secretary. MAcVEAGH gives first 
place and most space in his annual 
report to currency reform: Thus in’ 
his estimate of the importance of the 
subject. he agrees with the President 
that it outranks even the tariff, and in 
his manner of treating it he agrees 
with the universally approved report 
of the President’s Railway Securities 
Commission. Like that Commission 
he puts the question squarely’ before 
the people as something which con- 
cerns them, and which they must not! 
allow the politicians to befog or trifle | 
with. He declares his belief, which 
the facts justify, that, while the form 
of the Monetary Commission’s recom- 
mendations is due to theif labors, its! 
substance is a “product of the judg- 
ment of the people.” Therefore “ the 
Administration wants this legislation 
to come from the whole of Congress 
and from both parties; aid to be for 
the whole of the people.” In the Sec- 
rptary’s opinion “the instinct of the 
Nation has eradicated partisanship 
from this great business and social 
question.” Moreover, . the tentative 
plan “has satisfied very much the 
larger part of the expert opinion of 
the Nation.” The Secretary there- 
fore thinks that the question is riper 
than any other for action, and that 
it has. waited longer than any other 
for Congress to align itself with popu- 
lar sentiment. In his opinion “it is 
feasible to realize without further 
postponer.ent this long-awaited re- 
form,” 

It is, an abritebic duty both to 
applaud and to support all that the 
Secretary says, and yet it is neces- 
sary also-to recognize that there are 
lions in the path. . Saturday’s news- 
papers reported the speech of Rep- 
resentative LinpBrerRGH in support of 
his resolution to investigate the 


Money Trust. He frankly declared 
his opinion that the plan which 
the Secretary approves is “the great- 
est monstrosity that was ever placed 
before the people.” The Representa- 
tivé speaks for a legislative faction 
which is impervious to argument, be- 
cause its intellectuals produce the facts 
upon which it acts. ‘Those who agree 
with Mr. LinpBrreH know. that Wall 
Street produced the 1907 panic, and 
that Wall Street is responsible for the 
reserve system on which it’ fattens. 
The Secretary is. right in hie opinion 
that the time has atfrived to leave 
this knowledge’ ii “the “possession of 
the few who enjoy it, and to act on 
the knowledge of those with better 
opportunity to judge, and who agree 
that Wall Street alleviated the panic 
in a manner which is unappreciated, 
and that it is acting in good faith in 
support of the plan to alter, the re- 
serve system which the Representative 
condemns rightly, afthough for wrong 
reasons. It is rather a. time for vot-+ 
ing than for debating. The people are 
ready for the question, and they 
ought to make it plain by echding the 
Secretary’s declarations in the same 
manner in which they supported the 
Railway Securities Commission's re- 
port. There can hardly be doubt that 
the reception of the Commission's re- 
port has moderated Congressional ac- 
tion on railway measures, and it is 
equally sure that if the Secretary is 
similarly supported there will be legs 
heard ‘of such maleficent: ideas a8 
those held by somé who ompdse the 
Secretary’s recommendations. The 
urgency of the matter is indicated by 
the fact that the provisional remedy 
for such a currency famine.as accomn- 
panied the recent shock to confidence 
expires by limitation in 1914,” It will 
require an interval to put the new 
gystem into effect, even if {t be adopt- 
ed forthwith, so Gat there.is no time 
to lose. 

The Secretary is as much in favor of 
scientific tariff legislation as.of the 
game sort of financial legislation: ' He 
criticises ad valorem duties as a de- 
vice for saving trouble in legislation 


revenue frauds which his administra- 
tion has done so much to check. He 
wants the revision which he antici- 
pates to be made with knowledge and 
atcuracy regarding clagsification as 
well as regarding rates; and he thinks 
that this would remedy largely the 
evasions by which some, importers take 
advantage of others more scrupulous.

OUR. LACK OF ORATORS. 

American oratory is no longer dis- 
tinguished. We still have a few com- 
petent and entertaining public speak- 
ers, but not nearly enough to go round. 
Our publié dinners are apt to be tire- 
some. The men of prominence to 
whom the valuable opportunity is of- 
fered to address, not only one large 
company of cheerful diners in the 
metropolis, but the country: at large, 
through the newspaper reports, and, in- 
directly, through the impression they 
make on their hearers, too frequently 
lack the experience, the vocal training, 
or the inherent ability to make ‘the 
best of it. One subject or one ‘phage 
of one subject dwelt on persistently, 4 
with little or no variety of tone, will 
bore the most sympathetic audience. 

The old style of declamatory speech 
died a natural death. Its revival 
would be inconsistent. with the spirit 
of the age, it would savor of anachron- 
ism. Our best speakers have a col- 
loquial manner. But there are too few. 
Young men in this era do not learn to 
talk. In a simpler age ambitious 
youth trained voice and memory in the 
humble debating societies, learned to 
classify the various branches of a sub- 
ject, to present them harmoniously, to 
vocalize distinctly. - Cothmendation is 
deserved by the Young Men’s Christian 
Association for its recent formation. of 
classes in speech. When the art of con- 
versation is néglected, public speech 
naturally becomes deficient. A public 
speaker need not be a born humorist, 
and a speech on a serious subject need 
not be garnished with anecdotes. But 


it should be varied alike in tone and 


in treatment, ‘The speaker should be 
able to produce his voice properly, to 
oreathe properly, and to pronounce his 
words so as not to offend the common 
ear. Prowincialisms are not always 


disagreeable,” They frequently serve 
to lend the spice of variety to the 
utterance of well-chosen words: Bescu- 
mR held to a few to the end of his life, 
and his speaking was never the subject 
of hostile criticism. 

The New York Winter is fairly filled 
with banquets. The desiré of mer to 
get together socially, in @ public. way, 
and listen to words of wisdom seems 
to increase. But though the wisdom 
may not be lacking: the power to con- 
vey it agreeably has long been on 
the warie. We are in sdd need of more 
competent public speakers.

IN BROOKLYN A PERIL 


Committee on Prevention So Re- 
ports to the National Board 
of Underwriters. 


APPARATUS OLD AND WORN 


“Dangerously Unreliable and Inade- 
quate” Conditions Found at’ Head- 


quarters by the Investigators. 


‘ 


After an examination of the fire alarm 
system ‘of ‘Brooklyn; ‘the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters. reports that the 
‘system is, ‘dangerously unreliable,” ‘‘ in- 
adequate,” and that it has been “ ex‘end- 
ed and maintained. withcut aay well-de- 
fined plan, and maintenence has in the 
past been poor.” 

For two montlis the Committee on Fire 
Prevention of the Board of.Underwriters 
has been studying the\system. The re- 
port is. signed by George W. Booth, but 
the investigation was-made under. the di- 
rection of Engineer Charles H. Lunn. 

“ The present system,’ * says the report, 
“was originally designel for the City 
of Brooklyn before consolidation, and 
was a manual system. As surrounding 
towns and villages grew. and were made 
a part of that city, their fire alarm cir- 
cuits were extended to.the.p nt head- 
quarters,. or, if no. local system existed, 
one 6f the box circuits of the’ original 
system was extended to cover the newly 


added sections. 

“Alarm circuits were not installed in 
the annexed towns, but, existing fire sta- 
tidns and all new ones erected were 
equipped with house instruments directly 
in the box circuits, a ‘fundamentally 
wrong principle; the result has been that 
annexed sections of Brooklyn and all of 
Long Island City are protected by what 
are essentially single circuit fire alarm 
systems, such as are proper only for 
small villages; owing to their length, and 
overloading with apparatus and boxes, and 
their general condition, these circuits 
would not be suitable in any locality.’ 

The report says that this system is 
maintained by an able Inspector, but the 
force under him Has been greatly Teduced 
since 1905, while the workhas greatly in- 
creased. In reference to the headquarters 
of the apparatus, the report says that its 
‘construction fis .poor. There are many 
trame partitions, stair and elevator open- 
ings ‘are unprotected, and.a fire wouid 
spread ‘verysrapidly. The roof was in 
such, condition at the time of inspection 
that it was necessary to ask the Salvage 
Corps to spread tarpaulins to protect the 
fire alarm apparatus during a storm, 

“This building is entirely unsuitable as 
the location ot a fire alarm headquar- 
ters,” says the report; “a very small 
fire. in the basement could damage the 
incoming wires sufficiently to'put the en- 
tire system out of*commission, and .a 
fire there or on other floors could read- 
ily destroy the headquarters equipment 
or make the operating room, untenable 
for the operators 

Fire is Bet kel to occur, says the 
report, owing e storage of -waste 
paper and inane wood close to the tele- 
phone and fire alarm: telegraph cables. 
The cables. are unprotected. near the 
point of bey n Saat and are subject to very 
severe mech linjury, as the masonry 
wall to which yy! are secured, without 
pen protection, is used as a wall Sf the 
ca. 


bin. 

“The installation of. circuits- of the 
telegraph system in the operating room 
has recently been somewhat improved, but 
much work of this kind remains to be 
done; even as -now being installed, cir- 
cuits will not be in accordance with mod- 
ern methods or requirements.” 

Criticism is’ also directed at the fire 
alarm boxes, which afe of a type that if 
two on the game circuit are pulled simul- 
taneously only ore. will be received. 


OPPOSES ELEVATED CHANGES 


Vice President Hedley Declares Side 
Doors in Cars Impractiéal.. 


Frank Hedley, Vice President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the Interbordugh Rapid 
Transit Company, appearing yesterday 
before Commissioner Eustis of the Puplic 
Service Commission, opposed strongly 
proposals to place side doors in elevated 
cars, to lengthen car platforms and to 
widen and iengthen station platforms. 

Mr. Hedley said side doors would not 
improve the service appreciably and would 
diminish the comfort of the public, as the 
cross-seats “would have to be removed, 


The lengthening of the platforms would 
involve costly reinforcements of the en- 
elevated structures, the expense of which 
he could not estimate. 

“How long would such reinforcements 
take?’’ asked the Commissioner. 

“Oh, for ever,” replied Mr. Hedley. He 
went on to explain that there had been a 
continuous strengthening on the structure 
under way for the past twenty-five or 
thirty years and that with the additional 
load caused by cutting the present cars 
in two and patching them together, the 
margin of saféty would be greatly “en- 
croached- upon. The only means of get~ 
ting the necessary relief would be to third 
track the system, he said. 

“That would sienounphehe more in six 
months,” he sa “than the means 
proposed in ten years. When a_road is 
saturated with traffic the only, thing to 
do is to provide more railroad.”
